LOSE 5,000 BALES, 
SAYS FARM AGENT 


Immediate Action Is 
Asked For In An 
Appeal Today 


LOCAL; FIRMS 
HAVE POISON 


Second Coming of the 
Pest Finds Farmers 
Ready to Fight 


“Morgan (bounty stands to lose 
fiva thousand bales of cotton Ihis 
week unless prompt action is tak­ 
en. 
That was the word passed along 
the line today by J. C. Ford, coun­ 
ty farm agent, as he spoke of the 
second attack of cotton worms in 
this section. 
The worm arrived 
just two days after September 5, 
the date predicted by the farm 
agent for the second coming of 
the worm, 
? 
Éljjpft-1 
“The aecoitd crop of army worms 
is now hatching by the millions. 
Indications are that all fields not 
poisoned promptly will be strip­ 
ped of leaves this week,” said the 
farm agent in his ^ tirin g mes­ 
sage to (he farmers pleading for 
immediate 
action 
aguinst 
the 
pests. 
“Some cotton will not be seri­ 
ously injured except for the low- 
ring of grades, but most of it will 
suffer heavy loss. 
I 
have seen 
some fields where the hopper and 
rainy weather has knocked 
off 
most of the early squares, 
now 
has a good crop of young fruit, 
all of which will be destroyed if 
the worms are not poisoned,” de­ 
clared Mr. Ford in an interview 
given to the Daily, 
“With a fair stand, one boll per 
stalk will mean about 100 pounds 
of seed cotton per acre. Any Moom 
formed by Sep'Vmber 10 has a 
good chance to make white cotton. 
If the worm struck the whole cot­ 
ton belt it would ^ot be so serious, 
but with the Carolinas unaffected 
and all the southern part of the 
belt too well matured for serious 
injury, we positively cannot af­ 
ford to neglect poisoning,” con­ 
cluded the farm agent in his plea 
for immediate action by the agri­ 
culturists of the Morgan section. 
Supply Available 
The Southern Cotton Oil com­ 
pany and the Home Oil Mill are 
supplied with 
calcium 
arsenate 
and prepared to handle the de­ 
mand at this time, it was stated 
today. 
It is believed that 
the 
supply is sufficient to last, but 
this depends a great deal upon the 
immediate steps taken by agricul­ 
turists. 
Local firms have been supply­ 
ing the poisoning material to the 
farmers at a low cost, aiding in the 
fight made against the 
pest to 
save the Morgan crop. 
Local Market 
With the first of the 
Morgan 
crop coming in the quotations giv­ 
en out today stood at 16.87 centi 
for middling, 17.25 for strict mid­ 
dling, 15.37 for strict 
low 
and 
with low unquoted. 
Despite the fact that pests huve 
caused untold damage 
in 
some 
sections it is not believed that the 
Morgan farmers are assailed oy 
the secopl crop of army worms 
unprepared.^ The 
farmers 
vua 
their fight and loss was not hea­ 
vy. 
Hopper damage 
and 
rainy 
weather were the greatest con­ 
tributing factors to early losses.

It was only necessary for the bereaved daugh­

father, “I will love you always.” He understood 
the full implication of the meaning of those few 
1 «words, and as they wdre banded to him through 
tne grated bars of his cell how gladly would he • 
h..ve melted into oblivion the lethal leajd thaf 
had torn as great a hole in the heart of the 
woman he loved as in the head of th e man he 
killed. 
How inadequate will be his life to pay 
as a penalty for the great wrong he has dona 
this woman whom he loved so much that his 
folly dethroned his reason and his moral sense!

and here we have the truism vindicated. “Noth­ 
ing can be more touching,” says W ashington Ir- 
. ving, “than to behold a soft and tender female, 
who had been all weakness and dependence, and 
alive to every trivial roughness while treading 
the prosperous paths of life, suddenly rising by 
mental force to be the com forter and supporter 
of her husband under misfortune.” 
Here we 
have conjugal love put to the ultim ate test, 
and here wé find it. rising trium phant in resplen­ 
dent beauty out of the sordid atmosphere of a 
patricidal cell. 
When you read a story like thqjt unfolded above 
in th at one short note, ‘‘I will love you always,” 
there is no longer wonder in your mind as to why 
men will get up after they are down, why men will 
lead a losing cause to victory, why they will con­ 
tinue to sacrifice all welfare of being in an effort 
to please, to attract, to serve and to §Acrifice for 
the woman who has given herself to him. 
This girl lovés the man who instigated the killing 
of her own father, another girl forsakes family and 
name, everything th at she might go with the man 
she loves. 
A beautiful story of love and of sacri­ 
fice is told by all the way down the pathway of 
life, until the two souls, always as one, have entered 
the harbor of old age and are sailing toward the 
port of the sunset where life’s gate swings to a 
close, where on the other side of the dividing gate 
those should m igrate into another land, still serv 
ing. still loving.
